crowd of despondent Democrats 
managed a cheer early today as 
National Chairman Paul M. But- 
ler told them, "The people will 
turn to us again." 


"We look ahead to the congres-

tanks and artillery weapons shell- 
ing parts of the town.

Nineteen delegations from the 


Asian-African bloc planned to in- 
troduce a resolution -demanding 
that Britain, France and Israel 
pulUtheir forces out of Egypt im- 
mediately. 


-U. N. Secretary General "Dag 


Hamniarskjold -was' ready ~to,'jre- 
gort^that nine nations had prqm,- 
ised troops for the TL N. police 
force authorized by the Assembly 
to supervise a cease-fire In Egypt. 


Hammarskjold announced last 


night that Britain and France had 
ordered their troops in the Suez 
Canal zone to quit fighting unless 
attacked. He said Egypt and Israel 
already had ordered a ceasefire, 
but Egypt made hers conditional 
on withdrawal of all foreign troops 
from her soil. 


London (&)—The Soviet Union 


offered today to 'send forces to 
throw the British, French and Is- 
raelis out of Egypt if the United 
Nations approved. 


The new Russian threat of arm- 


ed intervention, voiced by Marshal 
Georgi Zhukov, came on the heels 
of British and French orders to 
their troops in the Suez Canal 
Zone to cease-fire unless attacked. 


Six hours after the order to quit 


fighting was to take effect at 2 
a. fti. (7 p. m. EST Tuesday), Al- 
lied headquarters on Cyprus said 
it had no information whether the 
shooting had actually stopped. 


There also was no word from 


Cairo that the Egyptian govern- 
ment accepted the British-French 
cease-fire, or was trying to re- 
strain its people. Previously Presi- 
dent Nasser's regime had exhort- 
ed the Egyptians repeatedly to 
fight to the death. 


Zhukov, the Soviet defense min- 


ister, told a Moscow celebration of 
the Bolshevik Revolution 
anni- 


versary that his government "calls 
on the United Nations resolutely 
to stop the armed aggression of 
Britain, France and Israel against 
Egypt." 


London (IP) — Soviet Defense 


Minister Georgi 
Zhukov 
today 


called on the United Nations to 
crush the British-French-Israeli 
invasion of Egypt and said Rus- 
sian troops are ready to join any 
force set up for the purpose. 


Zhukov's statement was made 


several hours after Britain and 
France had announced conditional 
acceptance of a U. N. cease-fire 
order. The Soviet marshal made no 
reference to the cease-fire.

Judge Alexander C. Flick, Jr., 


sat in special session of court here 
this afternoon to hear oral argu- 
ments of defense counsel on mo- 
tion for a new trial for Norman W. 
Moon. 


The 30 year old former Connells- 


ville, Pa., man was found guilty 
by Jury of the slaying of Judge 
Allison D. Wade in Warren county 
court house on January 13, 1954, 
and is at Western 
Penitentiary 


while awaiting the result of attor- 
neys' efforts to save his life. 


Samuel Braemer, chief counsel 


for defense, in his oral arguments 
for a new trial, indicated one of 
his principal points will be that 
Judge Flick was "over zealous" in 
1- 


his efforts to fill the jury box when 
Moon stood trial. 


He stated it was his opinion 


at least four prospective jurors 
"clearly showed oias" but the 
Court found no bias and forced 
the defense to use up its preempt- 
ory challenges. Those so named 
by Mr. Braemer were Hazel Smith, 
William Lutz, Jr., Harold Bengt- 
son and M. R. Overturf. 


He continued his'argument with 


the statement that in the case of 
the first prospective juror, Bessie 
W. Knapp, the Court sustained an 
objection to a question which 
would have given defense 'counsel 
knowledge of whether or not the 
juror was prejudiced for or against 
a plea of insanity. 


Attorney 
Braemer 
told 
the 


Court he wanted two weeks in 
which to prepare his brief for the 
new trial motion. 


Judge Flick would likely take a 


similar period for study of the pre- 
sentation and, when ready to hand 
down his decision for or against 
the trial motion, Moon will be 
brought into court to hear the 
decision. If the motion is denied, 
Moon will face immediate sen- 
tence, according to the Court.

Today, after controls 
were lifted on the general avail- 
ability of the Salk vaccine against 
polio, folks saem to have lost their 
sense of urgency and complacency 
and put off having the inocula- 
tions. When not everyone could 
secure the vaccine, the demand 
\vas terrific. Although most chil- 


dren are now protected egainst 
the dread disease, adults (under 
40) have failed to protect them- 
selves.

It is concerned with a time after 
some (tomorrow when space ships 
are a reality. 


"It will be a wonderful time in 


which to live," and Oboler. "In- 
dividuals will participate in life 
much more than they do today 
when so many are merely spec- 
tators, 
Buffering 
from 'sititis.' 


Then humans will move freely in 
space, transmitted as easily wher- 
ever they want to go as television 
images are transmitted today." 


Oboler said he thought about 


"Night of the Auk" for five years 
and then spent two years writing 
it. His interest now is primarily 
in the theatre, he said. Television 
drama ? 


"It's an exciting medium," he 


said. "The only trouble with it 13 
that a writer meets with so much 
interference. In television every- 
body becomes a geru.ua. A man 
who once saw a play puts on a 
Madison Avenue suit and suddenly 
becomes an expert in drama. It's 
only accidental when a television 
play comes out the way the writer 
wrote it."

MARLOW SIZES UP THE RESULTS 


In his daily column James Marlow, Associated 


Press news analyst, has this to say about the election 
results, and particularly about the defeat of Steven- 
son: 


Adlai Stevenson had some cards stacked against 


him from the start But he didn't make the most of 
the cards he held. 


Former President Truman said at the Democratic 


convention last August that Stevenson was no fighter. 
This was not quite correct. Stevenson fought as hard 
as he knew how. History may say the trouble was he 
really didn't know how. 


This was a personal defeat for Stevenson, not for 


the Democratic party. He ran behind the party as 
the close contest between Democrats and Republicans 
for control of Congress showed. 


Perhaps another man, better able t& get his ideas 


across, might have done better than Stevenson. Per- 
haps not. 


Because of the peace and prosperity under Presi- 


dent Eisenhower, the' country felt no need for change. 
Stevenson's job was to show a change was needed. He 
didn't get that across to the voters. 


One reason: because people were content, the is- 


sues were thin. But they were thin for another reas- 


-" on too; Stevenson and Eisenhower basically have the 
• same views on domestic and foreign problems and 
i their solutions. 


This meant Stevenson had to strain to point up any 


differences between him and Eisenhower. The strain 
showed. At times he seemed io be floundering around 
: to find an issue. For example: his proposals toward 


ending the draft and H-bomb tests. 


Stevenson, even though he had been through the 


• 1952 campaign, never learned how to get his ideas 


across. Most of the time he talked in generalities. 
But when he criticized the popular Eisenhower's per- 
formance he needed, to be convincing, to back up his 
charges with facts and figures. He had a tendency to 


" ignore them. 


He failed also to understand the elementary task 


of reaching the most people with what he said: 
through the newspapers. He worked over his speech- 
es, polishing them, until just before delivering them to 
perhaps an audience of thousands. 


This meant he got his speeches into the hands of 


reporters late—and therefore into the papers late 
—although the papers reach millions in every town 
and city. 


Newsmen who accompanied him said he was for- 


' ever toning down the speeches prepared for him by 


his speechwriters. It's no wonder they lacked fire. 
More than that he had a knack for approaching prob- 
lems obliquely instead of head on.

ine shot is the same irresponsible 
ype who wuold shoot a human in 
mistake for game 
They don't 


seem to xmderstand that the same 
fellow would likely bag game out 
of season when he thought it safe 
to do so, or insult the farmer's 
wife who asked him not to "hunt 
close to her home and children. 
In tms game as in others team 
work wins 
Sportsmen can help

their grand pastime Game Pro- 
tectors, being few compared to the 
vast number of hunters, can use 
the assistance of sportsmen in 
curbing lawlessness that jeopard- 
ize hunters' lives, their wild game 
and their sport Irresponsible or 
lawless individuals cause farmers 
to close their land to all hunters 
as a measure of safety against 
the occasional rascal who endang- 
ers the farmer's family or injures 
his crops or livestock.

'Democratic candidate Adlai Stevenson had kept all Republican 
orators on the defensive, answering charges.

I A second point is that while Republican campaign managers n«ver 
felt President Eisenhower's own re-election was in any doubt, this 
"was not true of GOP congressional candidates Republican campaign 
'strategy had therefore been shifted to strengthen congressional 
tickets in doubtful states. 
, This was responsible for President Eisenhower's trips into Perm- 
tyl^ania, Ohio, Kentucky, Oregon, Washington and. California. 


The President's one-day flight to Florida and Virginia was more 


to hold southern states which defected from the Democratic col- 
umn in 1952. 


, tN ALL, the President had more than tripled his original cam- 
paign plan to make only half a dozen broadcasts. 
• And the content of the President's campaign speeches wes 
changed also He had to abandon his early intention to ignore the 
'^Democratic campaign and not mention its candidates. 
1 The original plan was to concentrate on the record of 1952 cam- 
paign promises fulfilled by his own administration. But a recital 
of its major accomplishments did not seem to be what the voter* 
wanted most to hear. 


Things like the multi-billion-dollar highway program and tht 


St. Lawrence Seaway — bigger than many of ' th« -western dam 
projects — did not prove to be vote-getting issues. 


Over bold new plans for making the future brighter and happier 


there was a grand apathy. About the two major areas of for- 
eign policy and national defense, campaign audiences had shown 
little interest, until the last week of the campaign. 


So — aside from answering Stevenson attacks — President Els«n- 


hower's main campaign theme had been to give assurances for 
continued peace and prosperity. 


• DEMOCRATS had harped constantly on the Idea that the -world 
today is not at peace. But even when the Israeli-Egyptian fighting 
began many people felt that a general in tb« White House would 
be more necessary than ever. 


One reason given by administration advisers Is that Pr«sid«nt 


Eisenhower had convinced the American people of the effectiveness 
of stopping the shooting, even if it didn't end the war. 


This course of action was built on the President's theory that the 


longer a major war can be postponed, the greater the chances for 
ultimately negotiating world peace. 


On the domestic front, the President himself declared to a pres* 


conference that the number one issue of the campaign was the 
good management of America's internal affairs by local-national 
government partnership, plus the maintenance of a sound dollar by 
the national government.

women. 
They

states—New York, Pennsylvania, 
and Michigan. As individuals, they 
realized their civic responsibilities 
and they wanted to play a larger, 
more intelligent and more active 
part in the development of their 
communities. 
By 
v> orking as a 


group, they believed, the efforts 
of each individual would gain in 
effectiveness. 


On November 8, 1956, the 37th 


birthday of Zonta International 
will be celebrated by 340 clubs in 
13 countries—Canada, .Chile, Den- 
mark, England, Finland, France, 
Germany, Iceland,

New "Certified Mail" Service 
Great Success, Survey Shows 


A special survey report OH new 


"Certified Mail" service 
of the 


Post Office Department has shown 
it to be a great success, Postmas- 
ter General Arthur E. Summer- 
field announced today. 


Certified mail provides import- 


ant advantages of registered mail 
at less cost, including proof of de- 
livery. 


It is designed particularly for 


mail for which the sender desires 
this proof of delivery, but which 
is normally replaceable and which 
has no intrinsic value—such as 
receipts, notices, documents, legal 
papers and so forth. 


The new service, one of more 


than 75 mailing improvements pro- 
vided for the public since 1953, be- 
gan June 6, 1955. 


The volume of Certified 
Mail 


has now reached approximately 20 
million pieces a year. 


In addition to the basic Certified 


Service, several auxiliary services 
have been extensively used by the 
mailers, Mr. Summerfield said. 


The basic service costs 15 cents 


plus postage, 18 cents in all for 
the average letter. The letter car- 
rier who makes delivery obtains, on 
a special form, the signature of 
the person to whom delivered, as 
proof of delivery. This is kept on 
file at the local post office from 
•which the mail is delivered. 


For an additional 7 cents at the 


tune the sender deposits his Cer- 
tified Mail—22 cents plus postage 
—he will receive a return receipt 
signed by the addressee. 


Also, a special type of return 


receipt service is available. For 31 


f cents plus postage the sender gets 
| back a receipt which shows the 
address where delivered in addi- 
tion to the signature of the addres- 
see and the date of delivery. 


In addition to providing special 


services at nominal costs for a 
great deal of material which mail- 
ers formerly had to send at higher 
registered mail rates, 
the new 


Certified Mail service has assisted 
the postal service in its operations, 
Mr. Summerfield said. 


It has freed the registered mail 


system of much mail material of 
no intrinsic value for which the 
elaborate, detailed security meth- 
ods prescribed for registered mail 
had to be provided needlessly, he 
explained. 


For mail containing valuables— 


such as cash, negotiable securities, 
materials which are irreplaceable, 
etc.—the Post Office Department 
still recommends use of registered 
mail, But where the material being 
sent out is of no intrinsic value. 
Certified Mail offers many oppor- 
tunities for savings, Mr. Summer- 
field added.

In Pennsylvania 


Fatal accidents in Pennsylvania 


industries rose to 71 in August, 
an increase of 20.3 per cent over 
the 59 fatalities in July, Secre- 
tary of Labor and Industry, John 
R. Torquato announced today. He 
said this was 31.5 per cent higher 
than the 54 deaths recorded in' 
August 1955. 


Disabling work injuries report- 


ed to the Bureau of Workmen's 
Compensation rose to 7,99l in 
August from 1,083 during the pre- 
vious month, an increase of 12.8 
per cent. In the same month last 
year, 8,338 workers suffered lost- 
time injxiries. Compared with the 
monthly average figure for 1955, 
total injuries for August were up 
14.2 per cent, Torquato also noted.
